He 
knows that his own liberty and 
the very safety of the people of 
the United States can not be as- 
sured in a world which is three- 
fourths slave and one-fourth free.

This Parable of the Prodigal Son 


las often been called the greatest 
story in all literature: great in Its 
vivid form; great in its gripping 
iuman interest; great in its pro- 
!ound significance as an Intcrpre- 
:atlon of the heights and depths of 
ife. Cannlly, the 
International 


Lesson Committee has selected it 
as a vehicle for conveying the 
,ofty truths of repentance and faith. 


"A Fool There Was." 


Somebody has said that youth Is 


so glorious a thing that It scorns 
too bad that it wasted upon young 
jeople. 
The Intent of the saying 


s that youth seldom realizes its 
own opportunity and capacity; and 
s prone to dissipate the precious 
period of preparation. A misspent 
youth inevitably means a hampered 
age. All of a man's future is built 
upon his early years; fortunate is 
he who has given his boyhood and 
young manhood to the development 
of sterling character and to the 
acquisition of sound knowledge. 


The nation's 
and the world's 


hope Is in the young people who 
have had the good sense to make 
ready, in body and In spirit, for the 
testing times ahead. Of all the 
clever schemes of Hitler, none has 
been wiser or more successful than 
the training of the country's young 
people In health, in manual skill 
Eind 
In the discipline of Nazis, 


Their 
goal is wrong, 
but their 


method is right. 


Like the Prodigal, youth is In- 


clined to be self-willed, heady and 
reckless of the future. In the fre- 
quent personal advertisement 
In 


the newspaper, "Come home; all 
Is forgiven," we get glimpses of 
tho many who are'playlng the fool. 
What a world of Ibve Is represented 
in these heart-broken pleas! 


Those Who Stay At Home. 


Because a son I'sVa son, and not a 


slave, it is his privilege to play tho 
fool. 
He may destroy the happi- 
ness of the family circle—or ho 
may enhance It. 
A sound motive 


for living at one's best is this one 
of Imparting pride and Joy to par- 
ents. 


•Let us not be misled by the vivid- 


ness of the role of the Prodigal: 
the number at clean, steady, loyal 
and affectionate sons Is far greater 
than that of the wastrels. Not all 
of tho restive boys go Into the far 
country. Frivolity and,, selfishness 
and veal-poriod cocksureness have 
taken a terrible toll of tho youth 
of our time; but the vast majority 
have known better, and are a sat- 
isfaction to their parents and a 
strength to the country; Within 
the field of wholesome life there 
is unlimited opportunity for the 
full display of youth's bubbling de 
sires for adventure and achieve- 
ment, and the attainment of last- 
Ing satisfactions. 
For every boy who sows wild 


oats (to an inevitable harvest of 
bitterness) thore are two or ten 
who till the fields of probity and 
industry.

In poverty 
hunger and loneliness, ho pitied 
himself. He was sorry for himself 
and not for his sins: a very com- 
mon error. His stomach yearned 
for tho full platters of the servants 
quarters in tho old homo, before 
ever he gave thought to his lonely 
father. Self-pity Is not repentance, 
but Its commonest Imitation. 


Repentance means doing some- 


thing 
about.

awoke to a sense of his sin against

his father and against heaven, then 
the Prodigal repented, and turned 
toward home. 
In a now humility 


which sat strangely upon this once 
self-confident waster, he resolved 
to ask only for the servant's, lot in 
his father's house. He knew he had 
forfeited his filial rights. But tho 
father's love was greater than he 
knew. 


"He Came To Himself." 


Sordid and selfish as Is the rec- 


ord of the Prodigal, even In his 
rtrst return in mind to the ances- 
tral home, there was yet a noble 
self hidden beneath the rags that 
covered him. Not for nothing was 
he his father's son. Thore is a Di- 
vine spark in even the most de- 
based man. Stirred Into flame, It 
lights the way home from every 
far country. Our best self Is our 
real self. "Count your highest mo- 
ment your 
truest," said Phllllpi 
Brooks. 


At the root of the Prodigal's re- 


pentance and return, was his faith 
n his father. 
He had underesti- 


mated this; Just as all of us place 
too low a value upon the love and 
care of God. Had the headstrong 
young man fully realized the na- 
ture of his father, he never would j 
have left the family roof-tree. 
If i 


only we understood God better the 
dally trek toward the far country, 
and Its short pleasures and long, 
miseries would be vastly dlmin- j 
ishcd times is more practical than 
the Scripture's, "Have Faith In ! 
God."

ers of Manltowac, Win., had had 
to sacrifice their jobs In making 
aluminum utensils so that planes 
may be sent to those resisting ag-

AUDIENCE COMPLETELY WITH HER 
INTIMATE TALK ABOUT DENMARK 


Mrt. Ruth Bryan Owen made a lasting place tor heraelf In Corat- 


cana clubwomen's affections as she completely captivated her audi- 
ence Wednesday night with an intimate talk about her work «• a 
diplomat in Denmark. 


Tho radiance of her personality conveyed Its appeal across thfc 


footligrhU from the moment she came on the stage and her charm 
and the Informality with which she spoke completed her conquest of 
the house. 


The most popular lecturer in America today shared her experiences 


in Denmark with her listeners, from first audience with King Christian 
X to the celebration of Christmas in her beloved Scandinavian coun- 
try. Mre. Owen talked as though she were telling her experiences to 
A smaiJ group of women over a cup of tea, and her "homely" humor 
and "down-to-earth" cleverness won her audience immediately. 


•• 


Mrs, Owen opened her discussion 


with the statement that we In Am-| 
«rica are not "diplomacy minded" 
and that she hoped to do her part 
to interest the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States In this fascinating phase 
of our government. She took the 
audience with her across the At- 
lantic with her three children, three 
grandchildren an'd three 
other 


young people and her arrival in 
Denmark. She told of her first 
audience with the King, present- 
Ing her letter of credence, and de- 
scribed the royal coach in which 
•he rode, with the children along- 
side the coach in an automobile. 


Glimpse of Danish People 


An intimate glimpse of the Dan- 


ish people was revealed with her 
statement that she felt not that' 
•he was moving into a strange 
country but rather 
into 
a new 


neighborhood with everyone friend-; 
ly and kind. 


One of her 
first problems 
as 


minister to one of the smallest 
kingdoms in the world was letter- 
writing, "The Americans are the 
Metter-writlnglst' 
people 
in 
the 


•world," she stated 'as she told of 
•tacks of letters 
received 
from 
•tamp collectors, from school chil- 
dren and from citizens seeking in- 
formation about the country. 


Explaining: the organization of 


the legation 
in Denmark, Mrs. 


Owen explained that it is divided 
into three departments, namely: 
the consulate general, who is in 
charge of all individual dealings 
with the government; the commer- 
cial attache \vho is responsible for 
trade promotion, business contracts 
and commercial and industrial re- 
ports; the embassy, where matters 
between government and govern- 
ment are handled, including treat- 
ies, international agreements and 
queries. The embassy Is the head 
Of the legation, Mrs, Owen stated. 
As to her work and her duties, 


the only feminine U. S. diplomat 
•aid that she felt that she was in- 
troducing two people to one an- 
other and giving them bonds to 
bring them closer together. And 
•he 
emphasized, this at 
times 


proved difficult, when she pointed 
cut that all foreigners form their 
opinions of Americans, from what 
they read In the press, what they 
•ee on the motion picture screen 
and in the 
lives 
of 
Americans 


Abroad. 


Got Wrong Picture. 
Mrs. Owen found that the for- 
«lgn press and the motion pictures 
which are released in foreign coun- 
tries tend to depict the Americans 
as criminals, flag-sitters and ex- 
travagant spenders. They have no 
way to know our average Amer- 
ican citizen, whom Mrs. Owen 
described as living on Main Street 
in the average small city, who is 
active in civic interest, who de- 
eiroa opportunity for his children, 
who gives generously to every need 
and is recognized with respect and 
affection throughout the country. 
This is the picture that Airs. Owen 
wanted the Danish people to see 
and understand rather than the 
isolated cases which they see.

against aggressors and proclaiming 
the "indivisibility of peace." 


Collective security was his cru- 


sade, and he seldom missed an op- 
portunity 
to denounce what he 


termed the apathy 
of the other 
great powers toward Japanese ag- 
gression In the Far East, Musso- 
lini's aggression 
In East Africa 


and the aggressive policy of Hitler 
Germany. 


One of Lltvlnoff's last formal 


condemnations 
of the 
aggressor 


was contained In the Soviet note 
of protest against Germany'* seiz- 
ure of Czecho-Slovakla in March, 
1939, which he described as "a fresh 
blow to the'security of peoples." 


A few weeks later, on May 3,1939, 


Lltvlnoff 
suddenly was removed 


from office. Stalin volunteered no 
explanation 
for this move, 
and 


even the fate of Lltvlnoff himself 
was shrouded In secrecy for some 
time; after which it appeared that 
he had been merely shelved but 
not definitely liquidated. 


Experienced observers of Soviet 


affairs suspected at once that Lit- 
vlnoff'fl removal waa a preliminary 
step toward 
rapprochement 
be- 


tween Stalin and Hitler—an interp- 
retation ridiculed In some quarters 
outside of Russia but later sub- 
stantiated when, in August of -the 
same year,

non-aggression pact . was 
signed 


Lltvlnoff's return to the spotlight 
as ambassador to the United States 
would indicate, in the light of his 
previous removal to make room for 
the 
HI tier-Stalin 
rapprochement* 


the great importance which Stalin 
now attaches to close collaboration 
with the United States. 


Oumansky is now In Russia, hav- 


ing gone to Moscow at the same 
time that an American 
mission 
went to the Soviet capital to make 
an investigation of Russia's needs 
to continue the war against Ger- 
many. 


At the time of Oumansky's de- 


parture It was reported in diplo- 
matic circles here that he would 
not return to the United States, al- 
though Madame 
Oumansky

CONTROL TO BE IN 


EMERGENCY ONLY 


BAN FRANCISCO, Calif., Nov. 


6—(fl3)— Oil executives were advised 
today by Deputy Petroleum Co-ord- 
inator Ralph K. Davis that they 
sheuld take Co-ordlnator Harold 
Ickes at his word that control of 
the industry U for the emergency 
only. 


Th« oil men at the 
American 
Petroleum Institute annual meeting 
also beard Davies ask them to stop 
building 
service 
stations 
for 


awhile, be prepared to adjust oper- 
ation* to shortages of materias, 
and expand refining facilities. 


They also heard from the army 
they would have to produce more 
oil for the war machine than they 
had ever dreamed of. Brigadier 
General Walter B. Pyron told them 
It wa« their responsibility to find 
enough underground oil pools, drill 
enough wells and refine enough 
products to power both military 
and civilian machinery. 


Davles recalled that Co-ordfnator 


Ickea had told the Institute he re- 
garded government control of the 
oil industry as an emergency meas- 
ure only, and that it should end 
when the emergency passes. The 
oil men had been talking, very so- 
berly, of the possibilities of control 
being clamped on them and other 
Industries. To them Davies, form- 
erly an officer of Standard Oil 
Company of California, said: 


"I do not wonder that the indus- 


try Is so vitally interested in know- 
ing where the co-ordinator stands 
in the matter of federal control. I 
am glad he has himself stated to 
you his position. 


"It seems to me there Is nothing 


equivocal about it and I can't see 
that the industry 
could 
expect 
more."
